mott watteful Extravagance, that, in time, mult affect all 
Ranks among us, and prove the Ruin of ‘Thoufands of Families. 
For Perfons, near fo popular a Seat of Induftry and Bufinefs, to en- 
gage themfelves in the cool reflecting Hours of a Morning in the 
Amufements of public Company, to indifpofe and unbend their Minds 
from neceflary Duties and Avocations, by the foftning Allurements 
of Mufic, and an Indulgence to fenfual Pleafure, is {uch a Degree 
of Depravity in the Manners of a People, as every Age but ours 
has been happily unblemithed with. What is the criminal Love of 
Pleafure, what Intemperance, what the finful Conformity to this 
World, the Luft of the Eye, and the Pride of Life, (which as 
Chriftians, by exprefs Revelation, we are condemned for the in- 
dulging) if this is not to be guilty with the higheft Aggrava- 
tion? It might have been hoped the Senfe and Feeling of public 
Calamities (fo many vifible Tokens of Heaven’s Difpleaiure againtt 
us) would have changed or-fomewhat abated our diffolute Conduct : 
But Immorality, and a ftupid Senfeleffnefs of our miferable Con- 
dition, are, alas! as likely to be as much prevalent this Year, as 
any of the unhappy ones that are paft. ‘The Places of thefe daily 
Revels are all opened afrefh, with their ufual Allurements. It was 
to fatisfy my ill-pleafed Curiofity, that I waited an Hour or two 
of an agreeable Evening the laft Summer, near one of the moft fa- 
mous of thefe Reforts, to obferve a little the Company which fre- 
quented them. We had, not long before this, received the difa- 
greeable News of the unhappy Affair at Foxtenoy, and I muft con- 
fefs it gave me no fmall Pain in Refleftion, to obferve fo many 
Families of Dillinction appearing at fuch a Place in the Mockery 
of Mourning, fora Number of brave Relations loft on that fad Oc- 
cafion. ‘The firlt Coaches that approached the Place difcharged 
feveral Parties of Gentlemen, fome very profufely laced, who had 
molily the Appearance of Foreigners, and who for fome Time were 
employ’d in an extravagant Exchange of Compliments and mutual 
Salutations. Upon enquiring of the intelligent Fellow at the Door 
after their Quality, I foon learnt thefe were Fidlers, Singers, and 
cther honourable Members and Signiores of the Orcheffra. I could 
not, without an inward Sigh, reflect how many Men of real Merit 
and ufeful public Service, in the feveral valuable Branches of Arts, 
Trade and Mechanics, the Ingratitude of my Country overlooks, 
and {carcely allows a competent Encouragement to fupport them 
and their Families in Decency, or with the meer Neceffaries of 
Liic, while fo great a Number of worthlefs, contemptible Crea- 

tures, 
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tures, of no Ufe whatever to the Community, are fo lavifhly en- | 


couraged and provided for. ‘The Company began now to af- 
femble. From one Coach I could obferve a fine handfome Lady, 
of about Thirty, handed out by a very gay young Gentleman, 
who led her onward a little Diftance, where (engaged in very deep 
Converfation) they waited the flow Advances of her decrepit Hat- 
band, who was lifted out of the Coach by his Footman, and led, 
like the Monfter reprefented in the Sphinxian Riddle, {upported on 
two Crutch Sticks, between his Servants, into the Gardens.

Romans, who were eminent in the flourifhing State of their Com- 
monwealths by their public Virtue, were efpecially careful in form- 
ing the Manners of their Youth, and thought it neceflary, even 
by Laws, to provide for the good Education of Children.

‘The laft Age has 
been blamed for a too rigid Severity and Refervednefs in Parents 
and Governors ; the prefent for their too unreafonable Remifnefs, 
Indulgence and Lenity. ‘The Freedom with which I have exprefs’d 
myfelf may be look’d upon by fome in the wortt Light, as a Cen- 
fura temporum, a want of Candour and Politenefs, and be efteem’d 
as the mere Effects of a gloomy and cynical Temper: But I 
fpeak only the melancholy ‘I'ruths, which have fo long been ob- 
vious to the more fober and thinking Part of my Countrymen, who 
know that our very ,worft Vices are nothing more than an Excefs 
and Abufe of the moft innocent and lawful Liberties. For m 

own Part, I am fo far from condemning the Ufe of Mufick in its 
own Nature, that I love it, have compofed feveral Pieces of this 
Sort myfelf, and have been allowed by my Friends to be no con- 
temptible Practitioner in that Science: Nor am I a Defpifer of any 
of the elegant Arts or Embellifhments of Life, but have a decent 
Value and Efteem for them, where they are under proper Regula- 
tions, and the Interefts of Morality, Religion and focial Commu- 
nity, are not hurtfully affected. But for Recreations of any Sort, 
efpecially thofe which have the ftrongeft Tendency to vitiate the 
carnal Appetite, to be fo multiply’d, repeated and indulged, fo 
as to feem almoft to be the very Butinefs of Living, and for Perfons 
of the moft improper Characters to be giving into them with all the 
Eagernefs of an extravagant, inconfiderate Frenzy, and to become, 
as it were, aSort of popular Idolatry, is a Confideration that mutt 
be very cifpleafing, and afford the moft uncomfortable Profpeéts to 
every ferious, rational and virtuous Mind, that is fenfible the Bond 
of all Society is Order, the very Defignation of it mutual Happi- 
nefs, and can look into the great End and Intention of his 
adorable Author in making him a reafonable Being.

Am one of thofe People to whom the World ufually give the 

Title of Virtuof. And tho’ I am very fenfible that the Gene- 
rality of Mankind are apt to entertain a low and contemptible Opi- 
nion of us, as an ufelefs Sett of People, yet that they have little | 
ain for doing fo, I hope will appear from what I am going to 
relate. 

Thave —_, been a very great Traveller, and when I was in 
Germany, fome Years ago, & happened to make an Acquaintance | 
with a celebrated Alchymift, who had fpent a great Part of his | 
Life in fearch of the Philofopher’s Stone. It has often happened, | 
‘that altho’ the Virtuofi of this Sort have failed in their principal | 
Attempt, yet the accidental Difcovery of fome Secret, which they 
never aimed at, has fully recompenfed them for the Labour of the 
Undertaking. This was the Cafe of my worthy Friend —— 

tioned. 
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tioned. He was obliged, by an untimely Death, to leave the Great 
Work unfinifhed ; but itis owing to his Induftry, that Iam become 
Matter of a Secret, of equal, if not of fuperior Importance. 

My Acquaintance with this Gentleman commenced but a little 
before his Death ; but he had taken iucha Liking to me, in this 
fhort Time, that by his Laft Will he bequeathed to me all his Books 
and Curiofities. It would be tedious to give an Account of all the 
Rarities which I thus became Mafter of ; but amongft the reft was 
a curious Machine, which at firft fight I took to be a Thermometer. 
It was conftructed in the ufual Form, but very {mall, the Glafs Tube 
being not above three Inches long. ‘This ‘Tube was filled with a red 
tran{parent Liquor, and behind it was an Ivory Scale, upon which 
the Degrees of Heat and Co/d (as I then thought) were delineated 
with the greateft Nicety ; but there was no Infcription upon it to 
point out the Changes of the Air, as is ufually done on the common 
‘Thermometers, by the Words Hot, Temperate, &c. I took this In- 
ftrument home with me, and placed it on the Table in my Study. 
That Night the Weather changed, as it does frequently in that 


Climate, from temperate to very cold. I was eazer to fee my 


Thermometer the next Morning, in Expectation that it would have 
very exactly fhewn this Change ; but I had no fooner caft my 
Eye upon it, but I faw that the Spirits ftood exactly where they had 
done the Day before. I could not tell what to make of this ; hew- 
ever, [ had a mind to make a farther Trial of it, and therefore 
placed it on the Table, near the Fire, to fee if the Heat would 
make the Spirits rife. It is my conitant Cuftom, in a Morning, 
while my Breakfaft is getting ready, to entertain myfelf with a 
Book ; and | generally take up one or other of the Claffic Authors 
for this Purpofe. That Morning I happeged to take up a Virgil. 
I had no fooner began to read, but I faw the Spsritsemount up 
fuddenly in the Thermometer, from whence | concluded, that there 
muft have been a very fudden Alteration of the Air; but-upon lay- 
ing the Book afide, to obferve the Iaftrument more exaétly, the S¢z- 
rvits immediately fubfided to their former Pitch. This Accideat 
furprized me pretty much ; but I had greater Reafon for Admi- 
ration when I obferv’d, that the Moment I began to read on, the 
Spirits began to afcend again, and that they funk as foon as ever I 
left off. Limagined, at firit, that my Breath was the Caufe of this 
fudden Change ; but I foon laid alfide that Thought, as I obferv’d, 
that there was the fame Appearance, whether I read aloud or to 
myfelf ; and whether I was near to, or at a Diitance from the Géa/. 
Whilft Ff was in this Perplesity, L took up the firft Book which 
came to hand, which happened to be a Volume of Durc/) Sermons, 
which had been given me byaneminent Divine, when I fisit went 
abroad. I had fearcely dipp’d isto it, when I fiw, to my great 
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Aftonifhment, that the Liquor, inftead of rifing, funk down of a 
fudden to the very Bottom of the Tube, and afcended again as 
fuddenly, upon my laying the Book afide. Moft People, had they 
been in my Place, would have attributed this Phenomenon to Ma- 
gic, And for my own Part, I muft freely own, that I do not com- 
prehend what fecret Properties this Liquor has, nor how it is pre- 
pared, but muft leave that Matter to be difcufs'd by the Philo- 
fophers and Naturalifts of the Age; all I can fay to it is, that by 
making a great many Experiments of the like Kind, I always 
found, that the Spirits in the Tube rofe or fell, in proportion to the 
Altitude or Depreffion of the Author’s Genius. 

As moft great Inventions have been owing originally to Chance, 
fo I may be faid, by mere Accident, to have found out the Ufe of 
an Jnfirument, which may properly be ftiled, The Tef? of Under/tand- 
ing ; or, The Weather-Glafs of Wit: As it fhews the Degree of 
Heat or Coldnefs in the Underffanding, with as much Certainty, as 
the common Thermometers do that of the Atmofphere. And, by 
the exacteft Obfervations I have been able to make, it appears, that 
the different Degrees of Senfe are ranged according to the enfuing 
Scale, which, for that Reafon, I have atlix’d to the Thermometer.

If any Objection fhould be made to my placing the different De- 
grees of Underitanding at equal Diftances from each other, I muft 
acquaint the Objector, that it did not proceed from my own Inven- 
tion, but that it was the Refult of feveral long and careful Experi- 
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ments, which I made of the rifing and falling of the Spirits in my 


Thermometer. Whenever I read a plain fenfible Production of 
any Author, 1 always obferv’d that the Spirits kept exadtly to the 
middle Point. If Good Senfe was mix’d with here and there a lively 
Stroke, they, roie to Vivacity. A Degree more of Heat raifes the 
Thermometer to Fire ; which is always the more laudable Quality 


in an Author, the more fteadily and equably it burns. ‘Too great 


a Degree of Fire degenerates into Wi/dne/s, or Extravagance, which 
lait is but one Degree below Madne/s, or the raving Point. ‘The 
lower Part of the Scale points out the different Degrees of Coldne/s 
in the Underftanding. Good Senfe, by a farther Degree of Cold, is 
condenfed into Gravity: Gravity, as appears from my Glafs, fall- 
ing juft 2smuch fhort of Good-Senfe, as Vivacity does of true Wit, 
or Fire ; and, as they are but one Degree diftant from each other, 
this may probably be the Reafon why the Man of Vevacity is often 
mittaken for a Wit, and the grave Man fora Man of Senfe. The 
next Degree below Gravity is Pertnefs: This Quality of the Mind 
is oftentimes called Wit; and indeed they appear, by my Scale, to 
be equally diftant from Good Senfe ; but with this Difference, that 
as true Wit is two Degrees above, fo Pertnefs is juft as many below 
that Point; for the witty Writer borders upon Extravagance, but 
the pert one is but one Degree above being du//. 

I may, perhaps, hereafter communicate to you the Obfervations 
which I have made, from ‘Time to Time, upon different Kinds of 
Writers, by the Help of my Thermometer ; for I have brought it 
to fo great a Degree of Exattnefs, that I can tell, to the Tave/fth 
Part of an Inch, how much Wit there is in any Author. But I 
fhall wave this Point at prefent, to acquaint you, That I feldom go 
into Company without taking my Glafs along with me ; and whilf 
others are employ’d in gazing uponit, and obferving the Infeription, 
which is in a Character of my own Invention, fomewhat refembling 
the Chinefe, I have an Opportunity of examining the Height or 
Depth of their Capacities, | 

Give me Leave now to mention fome of the many Advantages 
which the Public may reap from the Ufe of this Machine, and which 
may intitle the Inventor to your Encouragement, as a True Patriot. 
It will readily be allowed me, I prefume, that my Thermometer 


may be render’d of the utmoft Ufe to the Managers of the two — 


Theatres, by furnifhing them with a certain Rule, by which they 
may judge of the Merit of new Dramatic Performances. I humbly 
hope, therefore, that thofe Gentlemen will conftitute me Surveyor- 
General of Plays: And I fubmit to their Difcretion, Whether it 
would not be proper, upon the firft Night of a new Play, to give 
out Bilis, in which the eeney of Wit contain’d in each Scene 
fhould be mark’d down. For by this Means the Audience _— 
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be enabled to c/cp or 4i/s in the proper Place. And I believe moft 
Authors, who have written for the Stage, will agree with me, that 
this is a thing very much wanted at this Time, and which would 
greatly tend to promote a good Harmony between the Poet and the 
Pit. 

My Thermometer may full be of further Ufe, by enabling Rea- 
ders of all Kinds, gevt/e as well as /imple, to judge of the Merit 
of new Books, as well as of new Plays. --- I have oftentimes fecretly 
lamented, that the Generality of Readers have no certain Rule of 
doing this; and at the fame sime pitied the Fate of young Au- 
thors, whofe Works, for want of fome fuch Rule, have many Times 
been fiifled, as one may fay, at their very Birth.—The common 
Way of judging of new Performances, I know, is to caft an Eye 
upon the Title-page, to fee what cpita/ Letters are added at the 
End of the Author’s Name: For the more or fewer there are of 
thefe, the greater or leis is the Merit of the Work.—I have fome- 
times known the whole Imprefiion of a Book fold off, ina few Days 
Time, by the of a D. D. an FL R.S. or C. M.L.S. in the 
Title-page, when it would, perhaps, have lain upon the Bookfeller’s 
Hands for Years together, nay, and perhaps have been fent to the 
Paftry Cooks at Jatt, if it had wanted this Addition. There is an- 
other Way cf judging of the Excellency of a Book, viz. by ob- 
ferving whom it is dedicated to: And it can hardly be imagined 
what an Effect a Dedication to his Grace of—,my Lord C—, or 
Dr. M—, Sc. has fometimes had, in filling the Bookfeller’s Packer, 
and inhancing the Reputation of the Author. There is a third Way 
of determining the Worth of a Book, which I prefer to either of 
the former, namely, by obferving whom it is printed for. A very 
ingenious Friend of mine, whom I was lately talking with about 
the Character of a new Pamphlet, affured me, that it muft be a 
very good one, becaufe it was printed for FY. and P. K——, in 
Lemme Street.—And this is the general Way of judging of all 
anonymous Pieces whatever. Now, although I allow each of 
thefe Methods to have its Ufe, yet, in my humble Opinion, the 


Value of Books may be more certainly afcertained by Means of. 


my Thermometer, than by any of the three. 

From what I have faid of the Properties of my Weather glafs, 
you will perceive, that no Body is better qualified than myfelf, to 
carry into Execution a Project which wou'd be of univerfal Benefit, 
and which, for a long Time paft, I have had in my Thoughts ; 
vize To erect ax Office for cffaying Wit, or trying whether it be 
Standard. I intend to take the Office of Afay Mafer on myfelf, 
and do hereby advertife all Bookfellers, Publifhers, &c. who deal 
m Literary Wares, that, by applying to my Office, they may have 
the Merta/, which they trafic in, «flayed, for a {mall a 
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order to difcover whether it be frve or counterfeit. As you have 
profets’d yourfelf a True Patriot, I hope you will give Encourage- 
ment to my Scheme, by recommending it to the Public ; and, in 
Return for the Favour, [ fhiil be ready, at any Time, to a/uy 
your Paper, gratis; and to give you any farther Affiflance which 1s 
in my Power.

UR Cafe, as it may ftand to our real Intereft, is fhort, and 

eafy to be underftood, tor Nature calls us to the Commerce, 

and has furnithed all the Things by which we may promote it $ 
fhe forbids our Concern in the Quarrels upon the Continent, and if 
our Fathers had fubmitted to her Direction, our 7rade had not been 
forced into Hands fhe feem’d not to intend it for ; our Nation had 
been free of Debt; the Millions we have f{cattered abroad, had 
remained with us, and multiplied by their Circulation in the Com- 
merce ; the prefent Weight of Zaxes had not been created ; nor 
fhould we have bent the Knee to the Dutch, for the Honour of 
winning and fuccouring Towns, to make a Barrier for their Safe- 
ty, at our Expence. 
That which we retain of our Trade, fhould be protected, and 
extended, by all the juft Means we are poffefled of, and thofe are 
to be found in our Naval Power. We need no other Allies than 
what may be made in our own Fieets, which will be faithful to us, 
K if 
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if we will be fo to ourfelves; and our whole military Care fhould 
be confin’d to that fingle Article, it being by a Superiority at Sea, 
that we are to be fupported. In this, Nature has fixed the Policy 
of our Country, and in our Obedience to her Diftates we fhall have 
a full Reward. 

The Employment our Fifery would afford, would be of the 
higheft Confequence to us, now that our Labour is fallen greatly 
beneath our Number of Labourers ; for as their growing Stock in- 
creafes, greater {till will be their Want of Employment, becaufe 
we have not the Increafe of thofe Nations that were our Cuftomers, 
to an{wer to our own ; and if Si/ver fhould not increaie in Prcpor- 
tion to our Increafe of People, in the Quantity that would make 
a Plenty now, an extreme Scarcity would be felt by the greater 
Number, which Time will naturally produce ; and as Credit is 
founded in Money, the one will decline in Proportion to the Scar- 
city of the other. 

Though Si/ver fhould iscreafe annually, it would grow more 
{fcarce, even while it might be augmenting, if its Increafe fhould 
not be equal to the Increafe of that Number of People, which muf 
fhare it between them; for a Pound Weight in Si/ver, between 
ten Men, makes a greater Plenty, than a Pound and half between 
twenty, the Increalfe in Men being ten, and in the Ounces of Si/ver 
but fix. Burt, 

As an Increafe of Si/ver is not naturally poffible in a Decline 
of the Commerce that brings it in to us each fucceeding Year, we 
fhall have the greater Feeling of the approaching Evil. From the 
Throne to the Cottage, a Provifion againit fo threatning a Futurity, 
fhould be every one’s Concern, and the Fiery makes a large Ficld 
for that Spirit to work in. For, 

Befides the Employment it would afford upon the Water, it 
would give a deal to Coopers, Ship-Carpenters, and Smiths; to La- 
bourers, Carriers and Proprietors in Salt; to Colliers, and Carriers 
of Coal; to Iron-Mills, Pan-Smiths, Bricklayers, and Houfe-Car- 
penters ; to others for Nets, Builaings, Utenfils, and Carriage to 
foreign Markets; and if the Duty was reduc’d, that Saf migat 
be a Manure for our i.ands, the Quantities they wofild require, 
would fill the Hands of great Numbers in that Increafe of Buil- 


dings; Land and Water Carriage it would occafion for Sa/¢ and 
Coal. 


The Fiery, in that Extent the allowing Sa/t at Sea would give 
it, might be a Nurfery for Seamen, which would reduce the Severity 
of that Prefs in Time of War which unmans our Cod/jers, and 1s 
hurtful to the Trade of London, by the Prices it places on Cov/, 
which immediately affects all the ‘Traders that work by Fire, by 
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which their Goods go the dearer to the foreign Markets, and wound 
us in the Part we fhould be the moft tender of, 

It would preferve our trading Ships from a Prefs, by which the 
Trade ftagnates in the Want of Hands to conduct it, and is to the 
Body-politic, as a Stagnation of the Animal Spirits in the Body- 
natural ; there being nothing fo fatal to a trading Nation, as a 
Stagnation in that which is the Seat of its Happinefs, and the 
Source of that Strength and Treafure, which protects and confoles 
the whole. 

The Prefs upon our trading Ships has been the Ruin of many 
great Men in Butinefs, and others that mix’d with them in Accounts, 
fu as to affect abundance of Families, and the Trade itfelf, in the 
Circulation of the Fv.l. It has produced Changes in foreign Mar- 
kets, that have turn’d the Courfe of ‘l’rade to our Diladvantage ; 
for a Reflraint inthe Commeree removes it, it chufing that for its 
Country, which affords it the greateft Freedom, its Prefervation de- 
pending upon as great a Freedom, as the /aters have in their na- 
tural Courfe ; a Point which, by many Incumbrances in our Com- 
merce, feems not to have been fo well digeited, as the Neceflities 


of a trading People ordinarily require.

Russra, REAT Armaments are carried on here for on Embarkation of 

Troops into Germany, for the Service of the Maritime Powers. 
The Differences between the Grand Duke and the Crown of Denmark are at length 
happily accommodated. 

France. This Court boafts much of her intended Fxpeditions this Campaign. 
They tell us they are to have 150,000 Men, 70,000 of which are to be employed in 
Sieges. They threaten Mons, Namur, and Antwerp, but fpeak not which they 
will begin with.

The March of the Troops for the Service of the Maritime Powers is 
uncertain, ‘The Equivalent the K. of Pruffia is to give for the Diftri€t of Fuftern- 
berg, is difficult to affign: He refufes to part with the leaft Foot of Silcfia, and in 
Brandenburgh a proper Exchange is hard to be found ; yet he infifts on the Execu- 
tion of the laft Treaty with Warmth, His Pruffian Majefty is defiling Forces to- 
ward Glatz, raifing the Magezines, and making great military Preparations ; fo 
that People look upon themfelves here very far from a State of ‘Tranquility. 

GERMANY. If we may judge by Appearances, Things are not fo right between 
the Courts of Vienna and Berlin as might be withed. A Counter Alliance to that 
lately concluded between the Courts of Sweden and Pruffia, is on the Carpet here 
withthat of Peterfburgh. French Influence prevails very much again in fome Courts of 
the Empire. ‘The anterior Circles, who fome Menths ago voted their triple Contine 
gents, have now declared for a Neutrality. There is yet a German Army to be 
formed upon the Rhine, to confift only of Auftrians, Hanoverians and Heffians. 
Prince Charles is on the Point of fetting out at laft, accompanied by Prince Lobko- 
witz, and fome other Generals, The Imperial Troops expeéted in the Netherlands 
(where it is feared they will be wanted) are to form a Camp about Hailbron, join’d 
by the Hanoverian Contingents from that Ele€torate. 

UniTep Provinces, People here are in Expeétation a Peace will be foon 
concluded, but that a Sufpenfion of Arms, however, for fix Weeks or two Months, 
will be quickly agreed on. ‘The States earneftly defire one of fix Months, which 
was one chief View of fending M. de Gilles lately to Verfailles ; but it does not yet 
appear, the French Court will be willing to comply with this Propofal. 

Iraty. Prince Lincheftein has now join’d Genera! Browne, and taken the 
Command of the Army, The Garrifon of Parma confifts of 6000 of the beft Spa- 
nifh and Neapolitan ‘Troops. By Spies and Deferters we learn, that Place begins to 
want Provifions. It is thought M. de Gages would ufe all Attempts to fave to im- 
portant a Garrifon ; andas that could not be done without a Battle, Prince Linchten- 
ftein had chofen a Poft where he might form his Army, and receive the Enemy ia 
front from whatever Side they might be attack'd. 

Low Countries. The French King is expected at Bruffels the ath of May, 
N.S. Marthal Saxe, Duke de Penthievre, and Count Gallerande, arrived at the 
Camp at Ternival on the 1ft Inft, and the great Artillery from Aloft was expected 
the ad. The Allied Army is very advantageoufly encamped behind the Dyle.
